“Revolt* among th e Zulu* are not 
ro tnmo n o ccurrence« to da y ,” sa y * a 
bulletin from the Wa shing to n (L>. C.)

g ra phic so ciety . 
“Since 
th e 
British 
defeated 
th e 
Zulus in 18 7 9 , following interm ittent 
savage raids on th e Cape colonies, th e 
Zulus 
h ave gradually 
ceased 
I h eir 
h ostilities and h ave been somewh at 
amenable to th e influence of Ch ristian 
missionaries representing many creeds 
and countries. 
Zulu h istory seeth es 
with narratives of bloody conquests, 
beginning wh en th e principal 
tribe 
numbered a few th ousand toward th e 
end of th e Eigh teenth century, anu 
lasting until th ey were finally sub­ 
dued by th e wh ites. 
A Tribe of Native “F. F. Z.'s." 
“Th e Zulus are th e ‘F. F. Z.V of 
Zululand. 
Th e 
men 
are 
ph ysical 
giants, with more th an average Intel 
ligence of South African natives, and 
a native dignity th at marks th em ns 
irue aristocrats in th eir own environ 
ment. 
Unlike oth er tribes wh o con­ 
tinued to use primitive meth ods of 
warfare, th e Zulus studied th e modern 
British system and establish ed a well- 
trained native army. 
Th is develop 
ment made it possible for th em to 
conquer h ostile tribes until th ey domi­ 
nated th e native population of th e 
Cape and caused th e British to lose 
many men before t h oir resistance was 
overcome. 
“Th e 
women 
are 
aïso 
excellent 
ph ysieul specimens ; strong, erect, and 
graceful. 
Both men and women are 
lively and sociable, gifted with natural 
ability and th ey display th e proud 
bearing of conquerors. 
‘T h e Zulu 
roamed at 
will 
over 
South Africa before th e conquest by 
th e wh ite man, but most of th em now 
inh abit th e h igh lands of Zululand, a 
semi-tropical reserve In th e north east­ 
ern part of Natal province, wh ich h as 
been set aside by th e British govern­ 
ment for th eir use. Zululand Is sligh t­ 
ly larger th an New Jersey with a 
population about twice th at of Tren 
ton. 
Except for a few wh ite settle­ 
ments dotting th e 210-mile h arborless 
coast on th e Indian ocean, and a few 
scattered wh ile settlers in th e inland 
villages, th e reserve Is populated en­ 
tirely by th e natives. 
As far as pos­ 
sible, th e British permit th em to gov­ 
ern th emselves, h ut th e provincial gov. 
em inent of Natal and th e South Afri­ 
can parliam ent keep an over-watch ful 
eye on th eir activities. 
“Wh en th e Zulu boy h as found an 
affinity, wh o may be one of many, h e 
declares h imself to h er fath er, and Is 
informed h ow much ‘lobola* is neces­ 
sary to affect a legal marriage.

IAH ZULUS FOR 
INCITINGJ1EV0LT 


Meeting Is Broken Up as 
W itch Doctor Prepares 
tp Kill Woman. 


Washington.—Two 
hundred 
Zulus 
were arrested near hishowe, native 
capital of Zululand, by South African 
police for Inciting a revolt among 
tribesmen, according to a recent dis­ 
patch fronk Cape Town. A witch doc­ 
tor, presiding over a ceremonial, was 
about to murder a woman that ’’war 
ionic” for the warriors might be ex­ 
tracted from her hands when the po­ 
lice raided the assembly. 
'‘Revolt* among the Zulus are not 
common occurrence* today,” says a 
bulletin from the Washington (D. C.) 
headquarters of the 
National 
Geo­ 
graphic society. 
‘‘Since 
the 
British 
defeated 
the 
Zulus in 1879, following intermittent 
ravage raids on the Cape colonies, the 
Zulus 
have gradually 
ceased 
their 
hostilities aud have been somewhat 
untenable to the influence of Christian 
missionaries representing many creeds 
and countries. 
Zulu history seethes 
with narratives of bloody conquests, 
beginning when the principal 
tribe 
numbered a few thousand toward the 
end of the Eighteenth century, ann 
lasting until they were finally sub­ 
dued by the whites. 
A Tribe of Native “F. F-. Z.’s.” 
“The Zulus are the ‘F. F. Z.V of 
Zululand. 
The 
men 
are 
physical 
giants, with more than average intel 
Ilgeiice of South African native*, and 
a native dignity that marks them as 
true aristocrats in their own environ 
morn. 
Unlike other tribes who con­ 
tinued to use primitive methods of 
warfare, tin* Zulus studied the modern 
British system and established a well- 
trained native army. 
This develop 
ment made it possible for them to 
conquer hostile tribes until they domi­ 
nated the native population of the 
Cape and caused the British to lose 
many men before their resistance was 
overcome. 
“The 
women 
are 
also 
excellent 
physical specim ens; strong, erect, aud 
graceful. 
Both men and women are 
lively and sociable, gifted with natural 
ability and they display the proud 
hearing of conquerors. 
“The Zulu 
roamed at 
will 
over 
South Africa before the conquest by 
the white man, but most of them now 
Inhabit the highlands of Zululand, a 
semi-tropical reserve In the northeast­ 
ern part of Natal province, which has 
been set aside by the British govern­ 
ment for their use. Zululand Is slight­ 
ly larger than New Jersey with a 
population about twice that of Tren­ 
ton. 
Except for a few white settle­ 
ments dotting the 210-rnile harborless 
coast on the Indian ocean, and a few 
scattered while settlers In the Inland 
villages, the reserve Is populated en­ 
tirely by the natives. 
As far as pos­ 
sible, the British permit them to gov­ 
ern themselves, but the provincial gov. 
em inent of Natal and the sleuth Afri­ 
can parliament keep un ever-watehful 
eye on their activities. 
“When the Zulu boy has found an 
affinity, who may be one of many, he 
declares himself to her father, and Is 
informed how much Mobola’ Is neces­ 
sary to affect a legal marriage. 
*Lo- 
holu’ consists of a gift of from ten to 
twenty cattle to the father-in-law as 
a guarantee of good faith, and evi­ 
dence that the prospective husband is 
able to provide. The title to the cattle 
and their offspring do not pass to the 
father of the girl, although he re ­ 
ceives and holds possession of them, 
but to tile children for whose benefit 
the ‘lobola’ is held in trust. 
Should 
there be no children, and in event of 
the death or divorce of the wife, the 
cuttle are returned to the husband, 
provided he has been kind and faith 
I fill. 
lf he Is guilty of cruelty and Is 
divorced, all rights are forfeited and 
tin* cattle are held for the benefit of 
the divorced wife. 
No Woman Suffrage.
